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New courts 
service lost 
in translation

A JUDGE has slammed the 
Government’s new interpreting 
service after a case had to be 
adjourned twice when a translator did 
not turn up. 

At Luton Crown Court on Thursday, 
Judge Martin Griffith explained how this 
was the third occasion in three weeks the 
Romanian defendant had been brought 
to court - and this week’s hearing was the 
only time an interpreter had turned up. 

He was told by prosecutor Geoffrey 
Porter that Applied Language Solutions 
(ALS) linguist Fiorina Graham was, in 
fact, late that day as well - arriving at 
2.30pm when she was required to be at 
court before 2pm. 

ALS won a £60 million Ministry of 
Justice contract that begun on January 
31 to provide linguistic services across 
the courts and is supposed to save tax¬ 
payers’ money. 

Judge Griffith said: “There appears to 
be a contract that the Government has 
signed for the provision of translation 
services. I will be interested to know 
how much we have wasted by turning 
up three times. 

“My understanding is that this hear¬ 
ing will be put on a website with an 
open invitation for any interpreter to 


do it. We need to get an answer as to 
why no one is turning up. Clearly 
something is wrong with the system. 

“I think someone from ALS should 
come along and explain how it is that 
this system is supposed to work. 

“The defendant has been here twice 
and there is nobody here who can tell 
him what is going on. He is told ‘I’m 
sorry you are going back to prison for 
another week’. Luckily once before a 
barrister was here who could speak 
Romanian. That was a Godsend but we 
can’t rely on that.” 

Each time a court case is delayed an 
extra cost is incurred to the taxpayer, 
through the Judge, Magistrate, legal 
representatives having to go to court 
more, court staff having to contact ALS, 
costs for ALS at the next hearing and 
also there is additional expense in 
keeping defendants in custody for 
longer than may be necessary. 

Alan Thompson, secretary of the 
Association of Police and Court 
Interpreters, said: “The MoJ claimed 
that this contract would produce sav¬ 
ings of £18 million per year; eight 
weeks after nationwide roll-out this 
has been shown to be false, and this 
figure has been dwarfed by the 
increased costs of delays, adjourn¬ 
ments and abandoned trials. The 
award of the contract was a sad day for 


British Justice and a very expensive one 
for the British taxpayer.” 

An MOJ spokesman said: “There was 
an unacceptable number of problems 
in the first weeks of the contract and we 
asked the contractor to take urgent 
steps to improve performance. 

“They have put measures in place to 
resolve these issues and we have 
already seen a marked improvement.” 

An ALS spokeswoman added: “The 
MoJ awarded the contract to funda¬ 
mentally address the weaknesses, lack 
of transparency and disproportionate 
costs of the previous service. Inevitably 
there will be a period of transition as 
embedded, but inefficient, working 
practices are changed with the aim of 
achieving higher quality and more cost 
effective services.” 

In January, ALS linguist Mrs Graham 
hit the headlines when she won £250 in 
damages at the High Court when 
Thames Valley Police admitted they 
had carried out an unlawful search of 
her home in 2008 after she was arrested 
for harassment. 

Mrs Graham was given a ‘first harass¬ 
ment warning’ in 2009 after sending a 
police inspector at West Mercia Police a 
series of suggestive messages in 2008. 

She was removed from the National 
Register of Public Service Interpreters 
as a result.

Once completed in April 2013, 
the facility will give young 
people aged 14 to 25 a safe 
environment where they can 


relax, socialise and meet new 
people. Chris McCarthy, a 
representative of TOKKO, said: 
“This project has been by 
designed by young people of 
the Luton Youth Service, right 
down to picking which 
architects have been used. 

“Once completed, the centre 
will have a cafe, space for 
parkour training, a graphic 
design studio and a rooftop 
garden. 

“We hope young people will 
come down to have fun, but 
also to further their interests 
with the help of mentors.”

MPs blast budget as help 
for rich but not for the poor

LUTON'S Labour MPs have 
slammed the Chancellor’s budget, 
claiming more than 23,000 of their 
constituents will be worse off. 

Included within George Osborne’s 
Budget on Wednesday were plans to 
cut tax allowances for those over 64, 
and withdraw child benefit if some¬ 
one in the household has an income 
of more than £50,000. 

The Chancellor has completely 
withdrawn the payment from all 
households where at least one cur¬ 
rently earns over £60,000. 

However, if a couple earns just 
under £100,000 a year between them, 
they will still receive full child bene¬ 
fit. 

Until now, child benefit has been 
universally paid to families of all 
backgrounds. 

Kelvin Hopkins and Gavin Shuker, 
MPs for Luton North and Luton 
South respectively, have issued their 
responses to the budget, with partic¬ 
ular reference to cuts and freezes to 
child benefits. They claim that in 
Luton South 12,400 families will be 
affected, while in Luton North that 
number is 11,300. 

Mr Hopkins said: “This withdrawal 
of child benefit from higher rate tax¬ 


payers is unjust and moves us as a 
country away from the principle of 
universal benefits. 

“Every person who pays into the tax 
system should get something out.” 

Mr Shuker said: “This move by 
George Osborne punishes hard¬ 
working families and benefits the 
rich. He can no longer claim that 'we 
are all in this together'. 


“This is a budget riddled with 
unfairness as he rewards millionaires 
and penalises the families of Luton.” 

Other significant changes in the 
Budget included a 37p rise on the 
price of a packet of cigarettes, and 
the top rate of income tax being cut 
from 50p to 45p.

easyJet hits out over ‘job-destroying tax’ 


EASYJET has responded to 
the Government Budget - 
suggesting that the rise in 
Air Passsenger Duty[APD] 
is a ‘job-destroying tax’. 

On Wednesday Chancellor 
George Osborne announced 
APD will increase by eight 
per cent, which the Luton- 
based carrier fears will stifle 
any future growth and 
prevent more jobs being 
created. 

In a joint statement with 
Ryanair, Virgin, and the 
International Airlines Group, 
easyJet chief executive 
Carolyn McCall [pictured] 
said: At a time when the 
Government talks about 
creating jobs and growth, 



its blinkered insistence on 
further increases in APD 
achieves precisely the 
opposite. 

‘Youth unemployment is at 
record levels. Inbound 


tourism is a major employer 
of young people, but 
international visitors are 
being turned off the UK 
because of the exorbitant 
level of APD - which is by 
far the highest air travel tax 
in the world. 

‘Yet again, the Treasury is 
pressing ahead with further 
rises without any analysis of 
their effect on the wider 
economy. 

‘In the absence of such a 
study, we must assume that 
the Treasury knows it 
cannot justify this job- 
destroying tax in overall 
economic terms. APD must 
be scrapped.’ 

A HM Treasury spokesman 


said: “The Government took 
action by freezing APD last 
year and we’ve always been 
clear it would go up in April. 
The majority of passengers 
will only pay an extra £1 as a 
result of the rise. 

“As announced at the 
Autumn statement, we are 
also extending APD to 
private business jets for the 
first time. 

“It is also worth noting 
that unlike some other 
European countries, the UK 
does not levy VAT on 
domestic flights and 
aviation fuel is not taxed. 

The aviation industry will 
also benefit from the cut in 
corporation tax.”

£46,000 from taxpayers. 

After being found guilty 
of two counts of benefit 
fraud, Nichola Roberts, 43, 
of Dorrington Close, 
Luton, was sentenced at 
Luton Magistrates’ Court. 

Roberts was claiming 
Income Support from the 
Department for Work and 
Pensions and housing and 
council tax benefit from 
Luton Borough Council 
while not revealing she 
was living with her 
partner. She has been 
ordered to repay the 
money. 

LAKE SEWAGE CLEARED 

ENVIRONMENT officers 
left the Luton Hoo estate 
on Monday, after spending 
five weeks clearing sewage 
that had leaked into the 
lakes. 

It has been confirmed 
that levels of oxygen in the 
water have returned to 
normal. 

Estate Manager, Richard 
Biffen, said: “My main 
priority now is to ensure 
that an incident like this 
doesn’t happen again.” 

A meeting will take place 
on Monday, April 2 to 
discuss preventative 
measures that could be 
implemented.

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Dominos ‘no apology’ over cleaning error 



THIS was the ‘disgusting’ scene pizza- 
lovers did not want to see - three 
Domino’s workers caught scrubbing part 
of an oven next to a dirty bin outside the 
back of a store. 

The staff members appeared to be 
wiping the metal rack while resting it on 
the filthy ground next to an industrial 
bin at the back entrance of the firm’s 
outlet in New Bedford Road, Luton. 

After Luton on Sunday contacted 
Domino’s Pizza about these pictures, 
which were taken by a passer-by, a 
spokeswoman confirmed this would no 
longer be ‘normal procedure’ and have told 
the store that they should discontinue 
from using this practice - but refused to 
apologise for the unclean practice. 

The passer-by told LoS\ “I’m never 
ordering from Domino’s again after this - 
this is an absolutely disgusting thing to 
be doing.” 

The outlet in New Bedford Road was 
the popular chain’s first UK branch when 
it was opened in 1985. 

A Domino’s Pizza spokeswoman said: 
“The team members are cleaning an 
internal part of the oven that does not 
directly come into contact with food. 

“Obviously, the cleaning process 
finishes with the part being rinsed and 


sanitised before it goes back into the 
oven. 

“However, this is not the normal 
procedure for cleaning this particular 
oven part so we have spoken to the 


store team involved and we would like 
to reassure our customers in Luton that 
this procedure will no longer be 
completed in this way and will instead 
take place inside the store.” 


Tags could keep watch 
on offenders all day long

COURT-imposed electronic tags could 
monitor the movement of criminals ‘24 
hours a day, seven days a week’ under 
proposed police tracking methods. 

The devices would act as an ‘electronic 
ASBO’ alerting officers the moment 
offenders enter specific locations such as 
shops, pubs and residential addresses 
while on bail. 

Currently Bedfordshire Police have a 
voluntary system used by 14 non-violent 
criminals as part of their Prolific and 
Priority Offender Scheme that aids the 
rehabilitation of criminals. 

The force have had the system in place 
since last June and have been in discus¬ 
sions with the Crime Prosecution and the 
Ministry of Justice to have it enforceable 
by courts. 


The current tagging system means 
offenders have a curfew at a specific 
address and if the tag is not detected at 
the location the police are alerted. 

The proposed system would act in the 
same in the same way as an ASBO where 
courts set a specific location or perimeter 
a person is banned from entering. 

With the GPS tag, if an offender enters a 
forbidden zone then police will be able to 
track the offender using satellite systems 
and arrest them at the location for 
breaching bail conditions. 

It is believed it will be introduced in 
Bedfordshire before going nationwide. 

Chief Inspector Ian Middleton of 
Bedfordshire Police spoke about the tags. 
He said: “The GPS device is something 
that we have had in place since last June. 
It’s the size of wrist watch and fits on the 
ankle. 

“In essence it is an electronic ASBO and 


we have had detailed discussion with the 
Ministry of Justice and the Crime 
Prosecution so magistrates can make it a 
requirement for the tags to be worn as 
part of bail conditions and we are seeking 
to work with the courts to do that. We 
have explained it that we have the tech¬ 
nology so why not use? 

“We will be aware of offenders’ move¬ 
ments 24 hours a day, seven days a week. 

“It can serve those who sign-up for it to 
be ruled out of crime and recently we had 
one of our volunteers found at the same 
location of a male who committed a 
theft. 

“Tracking the volunteer’s movement we 
were able to rule out he had been at the 
scene of the theft and had met the 
offender in the time between when the 
crime wass committed. 

“It is going to save a lot of police time 
and effort.”

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Former naval club hit by arsonists for second time

Classes closed after

SCHOOLCHILDREN will remain 
off school after a fire broke out 
in a cloakroom and smoke dam¬ 
aged five classrooms. 

Around 260 four to seven year 
olds and 40 staff at Foxdell Infants 
School, in Dallow Road, Luton, 
were safely escorted from the 
building as firefighters brought 
the blaze under control on 
Thursday at 2pm. 

The school will remain closed 
to Reception classes until 


Wednesday. There was a small fire 
in the cloakroom area but fire 
crews had to battle with severe 
smoke-logging. Five classrooms 
are smoke-damaged and an 
investigation is now under way to 
find out the cause. 

Two crews from Luton Fire 
Station were called to the scene 
but immediately requested back¬ 
up and a further engine from 
Stopsley was sent. 

No children or staff were 
injured. 

Health and safety staff from 
Luton Borough Council went to 


the school on Friday to assess the 
smoke damage and help organise 
the clean-up operation. 

Headteacher Jenny Meara said: 
“Credit must go to the staff who 
organised a very orderly evacua¬ 
tion, and to the pupils who were 
beautifully behaved throughout 
which really helped. 

“We also had around 30 parents 
at the school for an event in the 
playground in aid of Sport Relief, 
and I must thank them for the 
support they gave too.”

Disabled man’s bid for 
extension cash refused

A DISABLED man has been 
refused public funding for an 
£80,000 extension to his home. 

While the Luton resident was 
told last August he could have a 
disabled facilities grant of up to 
£68,000 to adapt his house, which 
he owns, the costs have rocketed 
by £13,000 since then. 

This is due to the price of mate¬ 
rials ‘drastically increasing’ and 
also due to VAT for which the 
original contractor became liable, 
as there was a need to re-tender. 

Of the £68,000 grant, £9,000 was 
set to be given as a loan from 
Luton Borough Council’s Partner 
Home Improvement Trust, 


secured against the homeowner’s 
property. But after the August 
2011 decision, this loan was with¬ 
drawn by the trust, leaving the 
resident with an £8,200 shortfall, 
and when he approached the 
council’s new partner, Consumer 
Credit Counselling, it too was 
unable to help. 

So the resident applied for the 
council to review the grant, but 
this was rejected last month. 

A council spokesman said: “The 
cost of the work is due to the 
extent of the work identified by 
the Occupational Therapist to 
meet his individual needs. 

“The extent of the work is 
greater than average. The average 
disabled facilities grant (over the 
last year) which requires an 


extension is £24,026. More minor 
adaptations average £8,174. 

“The decision to refuse addi¬ 
tional funding at the last appeals 
panel was a decision made by the 
panel members in private. All we 
know is what was included in the 
minutes. 

“It has been suggested in the 
past that he moves to alternative 
accommodation which would be 
more suitable for his needs. 

“However, as the current proper¬ 
ty is owned by the family, they have 
to make the final decision to do so. 

“They did look at other proper¬ 
ties with an adaptations officer at 
one stage, and although these 
were suitable for more minor 
adaptations, they were not pur¬ 
sued.”

Nearly half of county’s rape 
prosecutions fail to convict

JUST seven people were convict¬ 
ed of rape in Bedfordshire last 
year - out of a total of 13 prose¬ 
cutions brought. 

In December 2010, the head of 
the Crown Prosecution Service 
(CPS) announced a ‘series of 
measures as part of a long-term 
drive’ to improve the quality of 


rape prosecutions across England 
and Wales’. 

The CPS reassured victims 
budget cuts would not affect the 
quality that should be expected 
from specialist rape prosecutors, 
who would ‘be given the time and 
training to ensure they are the 
very best they can be’. 

Helen Draycott, Senior District 
Crown Prosecutor for Thames 
and Chiltern CPS, said: “The 
number of rape prosecutions 


which were finalised in 
Bedfordshire in 2011 was 13 of 
which, seven were successful. 

“We recognise a need both to 
increase the numbers and to 
improve outcomes. 

“Work is under way to improve 
rape prosecutions in Bedfordshire. 

“Rape specialist prosecutors 
deal with all cases including 
advising the police at an early 
stage pre-charge to ensure that 
we build the best possible cases.”

A LEAK from a flat has been 
left to waste ‘hundreds of 
gallons of water'. 

The water is pouring from 
what appears to be the over¬ 
flow pipe of the second storey 
of a block in Whipperley Way, 
Luton, and has been continu¬ 
ously doing so for around two 
weeks, according to residents. 

The sound of the constant 
stream can be heard halfway 
down the road. 

Neighbour Paul Parks said: 
“When all I keep reading 
about is water shortages, it 
seems funny that nothing is 
being done about the water 
that is pouring out of this flat. 

“Hundreds of thousands of 
gallons must have been wast¬ 
ed. 

“The front of the property is 
soaked and people keep stop¬ 
ping outside to stare at it, it is 
that bad. I’ve rung the water 
board who say it is the coun¬ 
cil’s fault, and the council says 
it is owned by a private land¬ 


lord and they can’t do any¬ 
thing about it.” 

When a reporter knocked on 
the front door no one 
answered. 

A Veolia Water spokesman 
said: “If a leak at a property is 
reported to us, we issue a let¬ 
ter advising the property 
owner to get the repair done 
as soon as possible. If the 
repair is not carried out with¬ 
in a certain timeframe, we 
will serve a formal waste 
water notice and may begin 
legal action. 

“We take finding and fixing 
leaks very seriously, each year 
by finding and fixing leaks, we 
save the equivalent of 65 mil¬ 
lion litres of water a day from 
running to waste. 

“Information on leaks on 
supply pipes can be found on 
our website water-problems- 
at-home.aspx” 

A council spokesman said: 
“The property is man¬ 
aged/owned by Right Move 
estate agent who said they 
would be sending a plumber 
out today to carry out a repair.” 


Charity urges people not to 
delay in reporting child fears 


THE NSPCC has launched a 
new campaign which urges 
the public not to ignore 
doubts about a child’s safety 
- as figures show most 
people wait at least a month 
before picking up the phone. 

In the last six months, 1,074 
people from the East of 
England contacted the 
NSPCC with concerns about 
a child that were considered 
so serious they warranted 
immediate action - 36 of 
which were from Luton. 

Of the callers from the East 
of England, 28.8 per cent had 
waited at least a month with 
an additional 26.4 per cent 


waiting more than six. The 
new campaign, starting next 
week is called ‘Don’t wait 
until you’re certain’ and has 
been created by Skins and 
Billy Elliot director, Amanda 
Boyle. 

It will focus on using social 
networking sites to spread 
the message. 

The NSPCC will also be 
holding a 12 hour ‘day in the 
life of the helpline’ event on 
Twitter, with live updates and 
interviews from 8am until 
8pm. Anyone who has

Take from OAPs, give to the rich... 
not Robin Hood but rabbin b”””s 


I T’S the same the whole world over, 
it’s the poor what gets the blame, 
it’s the rich that gets the 
pleasure, ain’t it all a blooming 
shame. 

This could have been sung as 
George Osborne entered the 
House of Commons on 
Wednesday, although I am sure 
singing is banned, apart from in 
the Strangers Bar late at night. 

The budget was mainly 
predictable, mainly because it was 
predicted, or rather leaked. 

This has somewhat ruined the 
theatre of budgets, which used to 
be tightly kept secrets to stop 
runs on the pound and motorists 
filling up their tank before the 
6pm increase in fuel duty. These 
days you need to be on a banker’s 
bonus to fill your tank in one go. 

I digress. Cutting the top tax rate 
is something I just don’t get.

Steve Lowe: “Luton has been in 
the doldrums a bit but seems to 
be recovering strongly.” 

Colin Chick: “Since the closure 
of Vauxhall in 2002 Luton has 
refused to lie down and die and 
many people have been working 
hard to reinvent and regenerate 
the town and now these efforts 
are coming to fruition. 

“Luton has a fantastic offer in 
terms of its communications, 
diverse workforce, and education 
and training opportunities not to 
mention commercial and resi¬ 
dential properties at much less 
than the cost of London despite 
being only just over 20 minutes 
from the centre of the capital.” 

Lowe: In a recent survey it 
came third in the country for 
business growth. What are the 
reasons for this? 

Colin Chick: “Yes behind only 
Newham, which has the 
Olympics of course, and Harlow. 

“It is a multi-strand approach 
which has increased confidence 
in Luton, which includes exten¬ 
sive partnership working. 


“We have run lots of initiatives. 
We have joined up with Wenta, an 
enterprise agency which encour¬ 
ages business start-ups and helps 
small businesses, Business Link 
and the local chamber of 
commerce. 

“We have also concentrated on 
education by improvements to 
secondary schools, many of 
which are now Academies, the 
new Sixth Form College and 
Barnfield Federation and of 
course the millions of pounds 
invested into the University of 
Bedfordshire. 

“We have also been involved in 
Cluster Work, where we have

Colin Chick: “We have held 
three start-up fairs to help access 
business support. 

“There have been a series of 
workshops at Butterfield 
Business Park, Hat Factory and 
the Innovation Centre.

Luton’. This helps to give a more 
positive image of the borough.” 

Lowe: “Are companies looking 
to move here?” 

Colin Chick: “Large players, 
such as the new Express 
Newspaper Printworks have been 
encouraged to come to Luton, 
along with other major blue chip 
companies such as Selex(BAE 
systems) and TUI just to name a 
couple. They help boost the local 
economy as small businesses 
feed off the larger ones. 

“The anchoring of Vauxhall was 


vital to keep and build the local 
supply chain and encourage new 
business.” 

Lowe: “And you are tarting up 
the town?” 

Colin Chick: “Securing money 
for the infrastructure and 
renovation of the town, such as 
the inner ring road, the new 
square, junction 10a and the 
guided busway, has also been 
vital in attracting new business to 
Luton.” 

So we may not be about to 
become a new city but a renewed 
Luton Town is showing the rest of 
the country how it can be done.

0AP group’s upset 
at ‘unfair’ budget

A PENSIONERS’ organisation 
has hit out at the changes to 
age-related tax allowances 
announced in Wednesday’s 
budget. 

The National Federation of 
Occupational Pensioners (NFOP), 
based in Luton, has slammed the 
move as ‘obscene and grossly 
unfair’. 

In Parliament, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer George Osborne said 
age-related tax allowances will be 
frozen and according to HMRC 


will mean 4.4 million pensioners 
will be £83 worse off a year. 

Roger Turner, general secretary 
of NFOR said that the move will 
cause many lower income 
pensioners to be several hundred 
pounds a year worse off, at a time 
when soaring energy prices and 
rising costs of living are already 
crippling meager budgets. 

Mr Turner said: “Freezing the 
allowance means that pensioners 
over 65 with incomes below 
£28,400 will get no benefit from 
the increase in the Personal 
Allowance to £9,205, missing out 
on up to £220 per year, whereas 


pensioners with incomes over 
£28,400 will get full benefit. How 
can this be said to be fair or just, 
while at the same time the 
Government raises fuel duty and 
reduces the top rate of tax? 

“The Chancellor said the tax 
allowance change was to help 
people in work, but the message 
we have received loud and clear 
is ‘stuff people over 65 on middle 
incomes’.” 

“The Coalition Government has 
proved yet again that despite 
plentiful election promises, the 
plight of existing pensioners is at 
the bottom of its agenda.”

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Unroadworthy car 
earns trader a fine

A CAR trader was taken to court 
after a vehicle he sold broke 
down within minutes of it being 
driven away by its new owner. 

Muhammad Abid, 28, of 
Durham Road, Luton, was 
involved in running SA Motors, a 
secondhand car business in Taylor 
Street from January-October 2010. 

In March of that year Abid sold a 
Suzuki Alto for £1,990 to a cus¬ 
tomer from Newport, South Wales. 

He told her the car was in excel¬ 
lent condition both on the phone 
after she had seen it advertised on 
the internet and when she came 
to collect it. 

But the customer began having 


trouble with the car only 200m 
away from the trader when the 
lights dimmed and the power 
went. The engine died on her way 
to Newport and she did not reach 
home until 4am the following day. 

The next day the engine failed 
twice - once on a motorway and 
the car was diagnosed with a 
radio wire problem. 

The customer soon realised the 
tyres were wearing unevenly and 
the front tyres were heavily worn 
on the outside edges, although 
she was told the front tyres were 
new when she bought the car. 

Within two days, metal wire was 
showing on the tyres and a garage 
advised her that previous damage 
to the car meant it was unsafe to 
drive. 


However, the customer had no 
success when she complained to 
SA Motors about the problems. 

When Luton Borough Council 
Trading Standards officers 
arranged for the car to be checked 
by an independent expert, it was 
confirmed it was too dangerous 
to drive. 

When Abid discovered the 
victim had complained to the 
council’s Trading Standards 
Service, he returned the cus¬ 
tomer’s money plus an extra £981 
towards her costs. 

At Luton Magistrates’ Court, 
Abid admitted one count of sell¬ 
ing an unroadworthy car. 

He was fined £500 plus a £15 
victim surcharge and ordered to 
pay £500 costs to the council.

Both sides from its junction with the northern junction of Chapel Street service road to its 
junction with the northern kerb line of Flowers Way excluding the shared bay outside 
No's 8-12 Chapel Street. 

Experimental Introduction of Shared Parking Bay 
Disabled Bay 6am-9pm max stay 1 hr / Taxi Bay 9pm-6am 

Even numbered side from a point 4 metres north of the boundary between No's 8-10 
Chapel Street southwards for a distance of 12 metres. 


The general effect of the Order will be to provide shared parking spaces for disabled 
drivers and Taxis which were lost with the installation of traffic calming islands in this 
section of road. At the same time it is proposed that the waiting restrictions in place 
be simplified as the current restrictions are confusing to drivers. As this area has 
proved difficult to enforce camera enforcement as well as officer enforcement will 
take place.

“I’m Luton through and through and 
I’ve been given the chance to come in 
and be part of the future by helping 
the board. I can’t wait to get started 
and I’m looking forward to providing all 
the support I can to help us regain 
rightful League status.” 

Amari loss a blow 

THE loss of Amari Morgan-Smith to 
injury was a big blow to Luton’s title 
hopes, manager Gary Brabin has 
admitted. 

The England C international has been 
out of action since January with a 
persistent hamstring problem and this 
week it was revealed that he is 
unlikely to feature for the club again 
this season.

“If Gateshead lost Jon Shaw, Grimsby 
lost Liam Hearn and if Fleetwood lost 
Jamie Vardy, I’m sure they wouldn’t be 
sitting is as healthy positions as they 
are now.”

NEW signing Andre Gray admitted he had 
dreamt about scoring on his debut for 
Luton, before he did just that against 
Grimsby Town yesterday afternoon. 

The striker - signed from Hinckley United 
for £30,000 this week on an initial loan deal 
that will become permanent in the summer 
- made a perfect start to life at his new club, 
but the goal was bittersweet as the Hatters 
conceded an 87th minute equaliser. 

Talking about his bow at Kenilworth Road 
he said: “I really enjoyed myself. I could 
have done a lot better, I wasn’t happy at 
with how I played in the first half but in the 
second half I felt I showed what I can do. 

“I did think about scoring on my debut 
before I went to sleep on Friday night, but 
you never know what is going to happen.” 

Describing the goal he said: “Keano had a 
shot and it bounced back to me about my 
chest height. I had an instinctive shot 
which nearly took [Janos] Kovacs’ head off, 
but to see it go it was incredible, and to cel¬ 
ebrate in front of the home fans even better. 

“I was absolutely buzzing.” 

The 20-year-old also said that when he 
heard that Luton Town were interested in 
him he couldn’t have imagined going any¬ 
where else, despite interest from Football 
League outfits. 

He said: “There were rumours about other 
clubs, but this one is massive. 


“I know I'd get my chance here so it’s a no- 
brainer really. The facilities, the training, 
the lads - this club has all the capabilities to 
be in League Two. 

“There were sides from higher leagues 
that had shown an interest in me but if I 
went higher I could have been waiting for 
my chance until next season.” 

He also admitted that there were a num¬ 
ber of differences between playing in the 
Blue Square Bet North and the division 
above. 

“There is a massive difference in the stan¬ 
dard of the play from the league below,” he 
said. “There are a lot less mistakes and it 
took a while to get used to. At half time the 
gaffer said to just go out and play my game 
and it worked.” 

But the striker admitted he was disap¬ 
pointed that his first goal didn’t prove to be 
the winner. 

He said: “The lads worked their socks off 
for 70 or 80 minutes. We dominated, but ran 
out of steam, myself included, and Grimsby 
took the first chance they had.”

CHRIS James is delighted by the 
progress Team ES Racing have 
made over the last year and is 
out to challenge the big teams 
of the British Touring Car 
Championship [BTCC] in 2012. 

The Luton driver/owner has 
expanded the team to include a 
second car, driven by 2010 
Renault Clio Cup champion 
Dave Newsham, as well as 
swapping the Chevrolet Lacetti 
for Vauxhall Vectras. 

That puts the team a year 
ahead in their five-year plan and 
James is aiming to build on the 
experience gained by himself 
and everyone at ES Racing 
during their debut in 2011. 

“It was a great grounding,” he 
said. “We learnt a lot more about 


just running a time in the 
touring car championship. There 
is so much hard work and effort 
that goes on behind the scenes 
getting the cars presented, 
looking right, set up right, 
getting the garage boards up, 
the floor - it was a big effort. 

“But we’ve experienced that, 
we know what we’re doing and 
although it’s a tall order it’s 
something we are taking in our 
stride. 

“We’re delighted to have a 
second car out and it was 
always the aim. 

“We were really looking for 
that in the third year and not 
only have we got a second car 
out but we’ve also got two race¬ 
winning cars. 

“They won the Independents 
title last year and we’ve got a 


race-winning driver in Dave 
Newsham in the other car. It’s a 
really positive step forward.” 

Newsham gave a glimpse of 
what he is capable of by 
topping the time sheets in 
Monday’s testing session at 
Silverstone, with a fastest lap of 
58.965 second around the 
national circuit.
